Often the discase 
will disappear of its own accord, without 
even these measnres being taken. А far 
more serious fungus disease, hitherto I 
believe unknown in Britain, is stone brood, 
This is caused by a fungus of the 
Genus aspergillus, Closely related to the 
greenish brown mould, sprinkled with 
yellow specks, that commonly occurs in 
jam-pots, &е., or on combs that have been 
removed from the hive with brood in them 
and stored in a not too dry place. The 
affected larvæ become mummified, as in 
chalk brood, but are later coyercd with 
the brownish or greenish brown mould, 
The adult bees are also affected, which is 
not the ease with chalk brood, and son 
times die in large numbers, As the 
fungi (there are two species of Aspergillus 
whieh ш use the disease) are capable 
of flourishing on the human mucous mem- 
branes and causing serious inflammation, 
it is neeessary that great care be used 


when treating a case of stone brood. 
(Zander recommends the tying of a wot 
cloth over nose and mouth.) Destroy 
bees, combs, and all fittings by fire, nnd 
thoronghly disinfect the hive if it be too 
valuable to destroy. Do not save the 
honey for human consumption, bot burn 
it with the rest of the combs, Stone 
brood is not much to be feared in this

The honey season is now over and uctive 
work in the npiary is on the wane. All 
finished sections should be taken off and 
marketed as soon as possible, those unfit 
for sale being stored in a dry place to be 
used as bait sections when preparing for 
next season's crop. 


With extracting combs, it is advisable 
to save nt least one good full comb for 
cach hive being wintered, as these are in. 
valuable for feeding in the spring should 
n hive want assistance. All the same, it 
іч essential that the bees should be left 
with plenty of stores, about 40 Ibs, being: 
the rile. 


Any hives containing old and failing 
queens should either be united or re-queen- 
ed as the beek requires, T? uniting, 
it is best to kill the queen not wanted, as 
there is just a possibility that if left to 
themselves the wrong one will go under 
Kill the queen in the evening, then go to 
the queen right colony, remove cover and 
mat, place a sheet of newspaper over th 
frames, then lift the queenless colony from 
the bottom board and place on top of 
queen right colony nnd leave them alone. 
This is reckoned the safest way to unite 
colonies with the least loss, as the beos 
gnaw holes slowly and only one or two get 
through at a time. 


If re-queening and you have to send 
away for a queen, do not kill the old queen 
until the new one is received. Having 
killed the old queen, place the cage with 
queen and bees on top of the frames in the 
hive where the bees can get to her, bat do 
not remove the wooden stopper or metal 
protector of the eandy. Leave the qneen 
caged 48 hours and then remove the ob- 
struction so that the beos can eat away 
the eandy and thus release the queen, 
Don't be in too great а hurry to see if she 
is released nnd accepted; leave the hive 
alone for at least three days, as often a 
young queen doesn't settle down to busi 
ness Рог n day or two, and disturbing the 
hive might cause the bees to ball her. If 
when looking into n hive, T see the bees 
balling the queen, T usually give the ball 
а good smoking to get the quoen released,

Mr. Trythall then went on to point out the 
speéinl features of the Ruakura honey- 
honse, which provided accommodation for 
some eighteen cadets, The building pos- 
sessed a luxury in the comb room, and was 
up-to-date in every respect. 

Mr. Trythall's demonstration over, a 
short address, entitled ** When and How to 
Ro-queon,’’ was given by Mr. W. Copsey. 
Three weeks before the main flow of honey 
was open, the hive should be inspected and 
the old queen placed in the lower storey 
of the hiv After the lower storey, 
another one containing empty frames 
should be placed, over all of whieh should 
he placed an excluder. A third storey con 
taining the brood was then placed above 
the exelnder. The speaker went on to 
show how the two broods could thas be 
united under the one queen—the young 
one.

“Eat more New Zealand honey'' is the 
text of the exhibition. These words аге 
displayed in gigantic lettering over un 
eight-foot map of New Zealand, Other 
large posters proclaim the fact that the 
honey is “packed by the New Zealand Co. 
operative Honey Producers’ Association, 
Ltd, Auckland, New Zealand. Imperial 
bee honey is a natural produet of New Zea- 
land." “From the floor of the showense 
there rise five pyramids of honey pots, 6fr. 
in length from base to peak. The produce 
is packed in glass jars, in tins and in vang 
board containers. In front are models 


showing the equivalent food values of 
seven ounces of honey. Thus, possessing a. 
jar of this desirable commodity, one has 
the equivalent of eight oranges or five ba- 
| nanas, one quart of milk, 15 onnees of cod- 
fish, 10 eggs, 12 ounces of beefsteak, 5.6 
ounces of erenm cheese or 314 ounces of 
walnuts, 


The display was arranged by one of 
London's recognised artists im window- 
dressing. It is all very interesting and 
impressive, and the immediate result has 
been n grent influx of inquiries. If such 
is the result of a strictly localised adver- 
tisement of the kind, is reasonable to 
expect good business from a generous ex- 
penditure im ordinary advertising. Honey 
at present is not looked upon as a neces- 
sity. and only advertising can convince 
the public that they must buy it, and pre- 
ferably New Zealand honey. 

Mr. К. A. Spiniley has received applica- 


tions from two trade journals to write 
articles on “The Honey Industry of New 


Zealand." These will accordingly appear 
in the Imperial Food Journal and in 
Grover. 


A report such as this must be read with 
very great interest by those engaged in 
the industry; but the fact must not be lost 
sight of that to send a man Home for noar- 
ly a year is going to cost a considerable 
amount of money, and the result of such 
an expenditure means that the retarns to 
the suppliers will not show an immediate 
benefit, but of the ultimate result there is 
not much room for question, 


Another thing that strikes me forcibly 
is that as yet I have not rend of one other 
body of producers in N.Z. that have had 
the courage to do a similar thing, and I 
feel pretty certain that if they did with 
the meat, butter, cheese and other com- 
modities, it would eventually mean millions 
of pounds gain to this country. 


Т learn also that England is not the only 
place where markets are being sought, one 
place in particular to get an enquiry for 
М.Ж. honey, viz, China, caused me mot а 
little surprise. 


Therefore | think it will be egneeded 
that the H.P.A is doing really good work 
im developing the overseas trade for our 
produce. 


Now, as regards the local markets, wi 
nre not quite so happy. have commented 
before om the grad rise of tho prices 
here, quoting 2lb. tins chiefly, that E saw 
in merchants stores bought at 8/- per M 
up to the price of 27/- obtained by 
Association when everything was at ite 
peak. Since then, owing chiefly to the de- 
crease in the eost of tins, the price was 
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lowered to 24/. There was a time when 


the export market paid so well that the 


local trade was neglected by the Asso 
tion, and those who were not in the 


ciation reaped a big benefit. This policy 
was changed amd а vigorous advertising 
campaign instituted, the immediate rosult 
being that the sales of Imperial Bee Honey 


went up splendidly and our success seeme 
assured. 


However, it did not suit some béekeeper 
to throw in their lot with the Association 
and they still remained outside, taking ad

Ӯ. sir-—t have noticed in your publie 
much about foul brood. From many 

of eareful observation, I believe we are 

on the wrong tack. The general the 

put forward is thüt it is carried from one 

hive to another by the bees robbing and 

bringing the stolen impregnated honey 

into clenn boxes. This may be so, but we 

have no direct proof that it is the case. 

I never noticed bees robbing hives to any 

extent, except when they were wenk, ап 

then they took nway bees and all. T have 

had hives where the bees have died out 

With plenty of honey in them, yet the 
other bees left them alone till late in the 
spring, when there was no other food to 
be had. We are all too much inclined. to 
“follow my lender’ and take no thought 
ourselves. Му opinion is that foul-brood 
does not come from within the hive to 
start with, but once having got there, the 
breeding and swarming goes on, whether 
of fungoid or animal growth T cannot say 
Tn an ordinary frame diseased with foul 
brood there may be 200 cells of fonl-brood. 
The contents of these are filled with the 
carcase of the late grab, and seven of them 
weigh about 5 grains. "This works out by 
taking the 200 cells at about 2oz. to a 
frame. If left nlone, a tiny hole арр 
in the eap, and the grub that was inside 
disappears and leaves a little dust at the 
bottom of the cell, Tt is not known how 
the hole in the top of the eap was mae, 
neither is it known who made it. We can 
form our own idea about it, but from a 
scientific view-point it is desirable to know 
what beeamo of the 2 02, of grubs that 
were in the diseased cells. Т took a frame 
containing a great many cells of foul 
brood and placed them in an air-tight box 
with a glass lid, and kept them at a tem-

perature of Tüdeg. or thereabouts, some- 
times putting them in the sun for greater 
heat. Tn the course of а week or two I 
opened the box and examined the inside of 
the glass lid. There was nothing to be 
seen by the naked eye, but through a 
powerful glass the whole of the glass lid 
was noticed to be covered with tiny spots 
like small eggs, brown in colour; whether 
alive or not 1 could not say. They had 
most surely come from the foul-brood, as 
T ent all the good cells out before putting 
it in the box, but there were 4 in, between 
the glass and brood; there was no way of 
them getting out exeept through the holes 
in the cell caps. T have kept bees for 50 
years, and have studied them enrefully, 
dut feel very little nearer the mark of 
coping with the fonl-brood. Perbaps some 
of your readers could help. Foul-brood is 
certainly more prevalent now than when 
we used the old boxes, Т have many other 
observations on the subject if you think 
your readers would be interested.—l am,

[I am afr not agree with you, 
friend B. when you state that we have 
no proof that foul-brood disease is carried 
from hive to hive. It has been proved 
ntifieally again and again, and there 
no donbf abont it. The contents of the 
diseased cells have been submitted to 
ieroscopie examination, the bacilli found 
1, and the same bacilli found 
honey of the hive. The bacilli have 
placed in honey of undoubted purity 
and pot in a clean hive, with the inevitable 
result. T mnst confess T have never seen 
the diseased dead matter in a coll reduced 
to powder; it has always heen more like л 
sale. Fortunately, my experience with 
the disease has been considerably less than 
that of a great number of beekeepers. We

Regarding your first suggestion 
not see there would be any grent diffieult 
in doing ns von snggest, only that my dis- 
triet is very early compared to yours and 
others where the climate is not so genial, 
and there is just the possibility that a 
beginner following up my manipulations 

may be tempted to do the same in his 
locality, where the conditions are totally 
different, and meet with disaster. How- 
ever, if T get any further indication that 
your suggestion would be helpful, I will 
see what I can do next season. 

‘As regards keeping the queen and brood 
confined to the top of the hive by using 
an excluder and placing the supers as re- 
quired below, this is one of the stunts 
that bave been tried to prevent swarming, 
and. has been found wanting. There are 
objections to the idea in the fact that in 
the first place the brood, being above, 
would get the whole of the heat from the 
hive, and the work of keeping the hive 
from getting overheated would entail con- 
siderably more work for the bees, as they 
wonld have to drive the fresh air from 
the bottom entrance to the top of the hive. 
Another thing: Tt is usual not to place the 
exeluder on a hive until the queen is well 
up in the second super, and then shake 
her down to the combs below that have 
been emptied by brood hatehing out, so 
that she has occupied two supers for breed- 
ing before being confined. For my part, 
I think the suggested manipulation would 
tend to set up the swarming feve: id 
as the queen could not get out, the proba- 
bility is she would bo killed by the bees 
after one or two attempts. Neither could 
the virgins, after hatching, take their 
mating flight, во we should be in a bit of a 
hole, with the bees totally unsettled, and 
no laying queen. Bot when you come to 
think that every time you want to put an 
extra super on, one would have to he lift- 
ing the brood chamber about, and eventu- 
ally stick it perhaps four supers high, Why, 
the very thought of it makes my back 
ache! T say at any rate the iden is no 
Hood to me, even if other details wore 

satisfactory.
